Students who returned to school 
Monday learned more than the three 
Rs; they got a first hand lesson in 
the effects of federal and state price 
support cutbacks as lunch prices in 
most West End schools reached $1 
for students paying full price and 
doubled to 40 cents to those paying a 
reduced rate. 

Lunch prices rose to counter both 
a $1.47 billion nationwide slice in 


funding from the National School - 


Lunch Act and a $12.5 million loss 
from the state Child Nutrition Pro- 
gram, which has forced already fi- 
nancially strapped school districts 
to pass more of their food service 
costs on to students. 

‘The nutritional needs of children 
are still there,” said Jean White, di- 
rector of the state Department of 
Education’s, Offite. of Child Nutri- 
‘ tion Services that administers the 
State supplement paid to school 
lunch programs. 

Her concern is that cuts in agri- 
cultural subsidies for 1981, both in 
cash and commodity reimburse- 
ments, and stricter student eligibili- 
ty requirements to qualify for hot 


meals at reduced rates, will, in ef- - 


fect, deny ‘‘many children who real- 
ly need it.” 

Costs of ‘“‘reduced’’ lunches dou- 
bled from 20 to 40 cents in all West 
End school districts. Of local dis- 
tricts polled by The Daily Report, 
prices to students who pay the full 
rate for lunch, ranging from 55 to 85 


cents last spring, have been boosted - 


to 80 cents and $1 levels and to $1.50 
in high schools. 

While poorer students will shoui- 
der a greater percentage increase of 
100 percent next year, White said, 
“our concern is the mid-income 
child ... not necessarily from af- 
fluent families, but not in the pover- 
ty level,’’ who will truly feel the 
strain of $1 lunches.

If coins 
from students and subsidies don’t 
cover costs for the 750 lunches pre- 
pared daily, Pobjoy said the school 
board simply directs the district to 
pay the difference. 

Kay LeMar, food service director 
of the five-school Alta Loma district 
in Rancho Cucamonga, provided a 
vivid illustration of why Depari- 
ment of Agriculture commodity sub- 
sidies are consequential. 

LeMar said districts buy surplus 
food from the government without 
cost, paying only for shipping charg- 
es.

He has hired an East 
Coast pollster and an 
established campaign 
management firm, but the 
candidate who bills himself 
as the Democratic 
‘‘alternative to Jerry 
Brown” is still searching 
for a few other things he 
will need if he is to upset 
Gov. Brown in next year’s 
Senate Democratic 
primary. 

Pushing his still- 
unofficial candidacy, 
Fresno Mayor Daniel K. 
Whitehurst conceded that 
he has very little money and 
almost no name 
identification. He also is 
uncertain where he stands 
on many federal issues. 

But Whitehurst, 32, 
insists he is plugging on, 
buoyed by Gov. Brown’s 
recent political difficulties 
and unswerving in his belief 
that the state’s Democrats 
cannot wait to toss Brown 
overboard. 

To achieve that victory, 
Whitehurst is trying to 
identify those voters who 
can form his constituency. 
He said his main target is 
the middle class, and he has 
commissioned a poll to 


learn how many black and 
Hispanic Democrats 
identify with the middle- 
class values he believes are 
the key to a victory. 

‘When I say middle class, 
I mean the typical person, 
and that cuts across ethnic 
lines,”’ he said. ‘‘We ought 
not to make the assumption 
that all blacks and all 
Hispanics are on welfare — 
that they are ultraliberals. 

“It is my view that there 
are a lot of people among 
minority groups who have a 
moderate to conservative 
viewpoint that led them to 
vote for President 
Reagan.” 

While saying that he will 
run for the nomination as 
“the moderate alternative 
to the governor,” he has 
difficulty spelling out 
specific differences with 
Brown. 

Acknowledging he is ‘‘not 
yet prepared’ to discuss 
many of the issues, he 
protested that ‘‘the 
campaign is not yet under 
way.” 

“By the time people vote, 
you have answered all these 
questions. I don’t think it is 
critical that those answers 
be offered at the very outset 
or actually before the very 
outset of the campaign.” 


He added, ‘‘It will take 
some preparation on my 
part on issues I have not 
dealt with as mayor. ...

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Airline traveling tip: 
leave tear-gas behind 


The Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion advises air travelers to leave 
their tear gas-Mace devices at home 
or in their car if they want to avoid 
any delays or possible arrest at the 
airport security screening aréas. 

Air travelers who possess such# 
devices and attempt to pass through 
the airport security screening point 
to board an aircraft face confiscation 
of the devices or possible arrest, or _ 
both, the FAA said. : 

FAA has noted a sharp increase in 
the number of these devices being 
detected at airport screening points 
throughout Arizona, California and 
Nevada. 

Travelers are reminded that 
carrying any tear gas or any type of 
Mace aboard a passenger carrying 
aircraft is prohibited by federal 


_ regulations. This prohibition in- 


cludes carrying the tear gas or Mace 
in checked baggage, in one’s carry 
on luggage, or on one’s person. This 
prohibition applies to both pas- 
sengers and crews of airlines and 
general aviation (private) aircraft. 

None of the prohibited items will 
be permitted beyond the screening 


point at the airport by any person — 


passengers, crews or visitors. 


Violators of the tear gas or Mace - 


hazardous materials prohibited 
could face civil penalties up to 
$10,000 if they knowingly carried tear 
gas or Mace on board a passenger 
carrying aircraft, and a possible 
criminal charge of up to five years 
imprisonment and/or up to $25,000 
fine, or both, if*the act is willful. 





Routine breast 
X-ray is urged

After nearly half a decade of con- 
troversy, mammography is back ‘in 
favor. 

In fact, doctors attending the 
recent American College of 
Radiology’s national conference on 
breast cancer recommended that 
the X-ray diagnostic procedure be 
included as a part of routine medical 
care. 

Previously, use of the test had 
been criticized as creating more 
risk to patients than help. This view 
was based on the belief ‘that 
repeated use of the scanning 
technique could cause breast cancer 
because of radiation exposure, _ 

But changes in equipment and 
techniques have resulted in a 
significant reduction in the 
radiation dose required to do the 
testing. 

Today’s mammogram, according 
to DXR. Wende Logan, consultant! 
the Roswell Park Memorial in- 
stitute in Rochester, N.Y., involves” 
the use of only one - twentieth of ti 
radiation required for the old typeof 
mammography. 

“That means,”’ Logan says, ‘‘that 
we could screen a woman every 
year for 20 years before she’d have 
the same radiation exposure she'd 
have gotten in just one of the old 
type of mammogram.” 

Logan advises use of the screening 
procedure routinely, much as the 
Pap test is used for cervical cancer 







" screening. 


For women considered at high 
risk of developing cancer because of 
family history, Legan suggests a 
baseline screening at about 30 
with additional tests at intervals of 
about every two years for 
comparison. 

For others she recommends an 
initia] screening between the ages of 
35 and 40 with repetitions at two- to 
three - year intervals. ne 

Lazlo Tabar, head physician 


SD r 
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of the mammography department at 


Falun Hospital in Falun, Sweden, 
reports that in a long - term, con- 
trolled study there routine mammo- 
graphy screening resulted in 
detection of‘cancerous tumors as 
small as one - fourth - inch in 
diameter — much too small to be 
felt on physical examination. 

The average size of a tumor detec- 
table by physical examination is 


_ about six times that size, he says, 


and usually involves spreading to. 
the lymph nodes. 

In terms of improved survival 
rates, Tabar says, those women 
whose tumors are detected and 
treated at the earlier stage have a 93 
percent chance of surviving for at 
least 20 years, while those whose 
tumors are detected by physical 
examination and who have lymph- 
node involvement have only a 50 
percent chance of survival five 
years or more. 

Tabar also speculates that 
detection of tumors at earlier stages 
will allow for less radical treat- 
ment of the disease, probably lead- 
ing to a reduced incidence of total 
mastectomy as a treatment. 

And he says the procedure can be 
made highly cost - effective by 
establishing systematic zcocedures 
for conducting the tests in a 
screening center. 4 


Dr. Richard Gold, professor of - 


radiological sciences at UCLA 
School of Medicine, labels inammo- 
graphy ‘‘the only practical method 
available for finding tumors.in the 
breast before they are large enough 
to be felt and are most likely to have 
spread.’’

Many in the community know Er- 
nie Payne of Ontario as an educator 

. but few know he spent seven 
summers as a ranger-naturalist in 
Yosemite National Park. 

When asked about his experiences 
during those summers, Payne grin- 
ned and said, “‘Ah that was a long 
time ago.” But with prodding, he 
proudly dug out pictures and copies 
of the park’s publication, ‘“Yosemite 
Nature Notes.” He had written ar- 
ticles for the small paperback book. 

His interest in being a ranger 
started when Payne and his bride, 
Ella Mary, honeymooned at 
Yosemite Lodge in 1934. While 
there, he applied for admission to 
the Yosemite School of Field 
Natural History. He was accepted 
for the summer of 1935. Being a 
ranger-naturalist was ideal for 
Payne ‘‘because I was then teaching 
biology at Chaffey High School.’ 

As a ranger, Payne said he took 
groups on hiking trips to the top of 
Nevada Fall, Yosemite Fall, 
Tenaya Canyon, to the top of Mt. 
Lyell and Toulomme Meadows, to 
mention a few areas of adventure. 

His job also called for giving lec- 
tures inthe Yosemite Museum on 
reptiles, geology and the flora and 
fauna of the valley. 

Leading the entertainment around 
campfires also was on his agenda. 
“They do pretty much the same 
things at Yosemite now,’’ he said, 
“but when we were at a Toulomme 
campfire three years ago it wasn’t 
the same. These modern kids don’t 
know any of the old campfire songs 
... ‘Let Me Call You Sweetheart’ or 
‘Long, Long Trail’ ... all they know 
is this rock stuff. We have lost a real 
heritage in music.”’ 

Payne then and now has little use 

for those who do not appreciate or 
take care to preserve the beautiful 
Yosemite or any of nature’s gifts. 
In Yosemite Nature Notes he wrote 
about one incident when hé was on 
duty at the branch museum in 
Mariposa Grove ... this being the 
land of huge sequoias. 

“T had spent a very pleasant day 
on duty at the branch museum 
among those superb old monarchs 
and was driving slowly down the 
crooked road that winds its way 
around and among the sequoias,”’ he 
wrote. ““When I came in the vicinity 
of the Clothespin Tree I stopped my 
car, parked and got out ... just to 
look at the trees. 

‘While I was so occupied a high- 
powered, up-bound car came 
speeding around the corner, going 
much too fast for its occupants to 
see anything along the way, to say 
nothing of the traffic hazards 
created. 

“The driver-saw me in uniform 
and without bothering to drive off 
the road, he stopped the car and in a 
voice and manner hardly becoming 
the model of the car he drove, he 
commanded, ‘Come over here! 

‘‘As I approached the ear, the man 
said, ‘Anything up the road worth 
seeing?’ I told him about the trees in 
the upper grove ... Wawona, 
Telescope, Massachusetts, Four 
Guards ... and then he said, ‘Just 
like these, aren’t they? Why should I 
drive up this road just to see more 
trees?’ 

“T thought to myself, no mister, 
I’m afraid the drive would not be 
worth your while. If you are not 
thrilled with this sacred place by 
now, it would be a waste of time for 
you to continue ... so I just told him 
yes and he turned around and drove 
away.” 

While Payne was on the job one 
summer,’ President Franklin 
Roosevelt visited Yosemite Valley. 
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Ernie Payne as a 
ranger-naturalist at 
Yosemite in mid-1930s 
salutes the world from 
Mt. Dana’s peak. 


“He was in a convertible and toured 
the circle of the valley floor,’ 
Payne said. ‘“‘The security was very 
heavy.”’ 

Another celebrity to visit the 
valley was Rudolph Primo, the com- 
poser of music such as ‘‘Rose 
Marie”’ and the ‘‘Indian Love Cail.” 

Primo was staying at Glacier 
Point where Payne was stationed. 
“He had a carful of Siamese cats,”’ 
Payne laughed. 

One day Mrs. Payne was out walk- 
ing in a path she used everyday. 

“T glanced over this clump of 
manzanita (bushes) and there was 
Rudolph Primo in the nude taking a 
sun bath,”’ she said. ‘‘I pretended to 
be very nonchalant as if seeing a 
nude male sun bathing was an 
everyday occurence.” 

As the summers passed, Payne’s 
family was increased with the births 
of Barbara and Kenneth. 

When Barbara was about 18 
months old, Mrs. Payne had put on 
the tent’s outside platform. Minutes 
later, she went to check Barbara 
and there was a big rattlesnake coil- 
ed on the step not far from the child. 
Mrs. Payne grabbed Barbara and 
the snake slithered under = tent 
platform. 

Mrs. Payne decided there ‘eat 


anything’ she could do until her hus- ~ 


band came back from a hike. When 
he did come, Payne ripped up some 
boards of the platform and there 
was the rattler. 

“T took the marshmallow fork and 
killed it ... it was 48-inches long,” 
Payne said: ‘“‘When I showed it to 
Barbara she said, ‘My, my’ but was 
not frightened.” 

There were funny things that 
happened, Payne said, such as the 
time a “bunch of big shots was 
visiting | Yosemite.’’ The wives 
made a big pot of stew for the staff 
and visitors. 

“You'd think anyone would know 
if all the weight is on one side of a 
picnic table, it will tip over,” Payne 
said. “Well, the big shots did just 
that. ... they. all sat on one side and 
over went the table. There they 
were flat on their backs covered 
with lamb stew.” 

“It was the greatest of enjoyment 
to have the opportunity and 
privilege of interpeting national 
history to park history,” Payne 
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Former ranger recalls Yosemite exp 


said. ‘‘People from all over came 
and enjoyed the hikes whether half a 
day or all day. Some had saved for 
years for that vacation of two weeks 
in Yosemite so it was up to us to 
make it as enjoyable as possible.”’ 

Payne describes the moonlight 
hike to Half, Dome as being of par- 
ticular pleasure. He said the ‘fire 
falls’ had been spectacular. A huge 
bonfire built on top would be pushed 
over Glacier Point to fall into a rock 
basin 900 feet below. These were 
discontinued since it was an un- 
natural happening. It also caused 
traffic problems as the years pass- 


Mr. and Mrs. Payne have many 
memories of those years in 
Yosemite. Neither will forget the 
tranquil beauty. Payne walked and 
hiked many miles on the trails. He 
knew every flower, tree and bush 
and liked having the opportunity to 
share his knowledge with visitors to 
Yosemite. 

‘‘Now the valley is overcrowded,”’ 
Payne said. ‘“They are camping on 
top of each other and more people 
are going on the trails than ever 
before. 

“‘Also, too many people are 
destroying the beauty around them 
without regard to the future ... when 
the trees and plants are gone, they 
are gone forever.” he said. He’s 
concerned about the cutting back of 
finances for the park service. 

“The more people (in Yosemite) 
the more maintenances. are 
needed,’ Payne said. 
thing to save or prevent the distruc- 


- tion of the park service is to have 


people let it be known how they 
feel.”’ 

Ernie Payne’s educational career 
took him into counseling in 1949 at 
Chaffey High School; and the next 
year, he became principal. In 1967, 
Payne became assistant superinten- 
dent of the Chaffey Union High 
School District. He retired in 1968. 

Now the Paynes are experiencing 
a new view of Yosemite National 
Park ... through the eyes of their 
grandchildren. 
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The 1935 class of Yosemite School of Field 
Natural History, of which Ernie Payne of On- 
tario was a student, is seen at the base camp of 
Mt. Lyell in Yosemite National Park before 
climbing to the top.

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Debate on water planned 


The Claremont League of Women Voters will sponsor 
; a debate on California’s water future Sept. 19 from 9:45 
a.m. to noon at the Claremont Men’s College Athenaeum. 
‘ Two directors of the Metropolitan Water District of 
Southern California will present opposing viewpoints on 
Senate Bill 200. The debaters will be Katherine Dunlap 
and Robert Gottlieb. 2 
_The bill is a multi-project water measure which pro- 
vides facilities to complete the California Water Project. 
It authorizes a peripheral canal around the Sacramento- 
San Joaquin Delta as well as other dams, reservoirs, ca- 
nals, pipelines and pumps. It does not authorize power 
plants which would be required to pump the water to its 
destination. 

S.B. 200 does not provide funding for the water project. 
Cost estimates vary with “The Califoria Journal,’ Octo- 
ber 1980 issue putting the total cost at $23 billion, accord- 
ing to Miki Bratt, League of Women Voterswater 
consultant. 


As in the past, the Claremont league is taking an ac- 


: tive role in water issues. 


The League of Women Voters of California opposes 
S.B. 200. The voters of the state will decide the fate of the 
bill at the June 1982 primary election. 

Dunlap, a former commissioner of the Los Angeles 
Department of Water and Power, gave up that seat to 
take one on the Metropolitan Water District board of di- 
rectors. She is the first ‘woman appointed to the board. 
She is cochairman of ‘‘Citizens for Water,” an ad hoc 
group supporting the passage of S.B. 220. — 

Gottlieb, who represents the city of Santa Monica on 
the MWD board, advocates a ‘‘soft path’’ alternative to 
S.B. 200. He is the author of ‘‘Empire in the Sun,”’ a book 
currently being published about water, energy and poli- 


tics in the: West since the construction of Hoover Dam. 


Gottlieb explained that ‘‘soft path makes conservation 
the prime element in any water policy, not only for urban 


: water users but, more importantly, for agriculture 
‘: which demands 85 percent of the state’s water supply.”

named Rhodes Secretary’

The prestigious appointment as 
American Secretary of the Rhodes 
Scholarship Trust has shifted from 
the East Coast to Pomona College, 
Claremont. 

David Alexander, Pomona College 
president and a Rhodes Scholar 
(Tennessee-Christ Church ‘54), has 
been designated as the American 
Secretary. It will be his job to 
oversee the eight districts and the 
individual state committees which 
are responsible for the selection of 
32 American students to attend 

. Oxford University in England. 

The connotation of being a Rhodes 
Scholar is one of superior scholastic 
ability. It is true, the majority of 
Rhodes Scholars do become univer- 
sity and college presidents, sur- 

eons, judges, senators and in- 

ividuals in other authoritative 
positions. 


‘‘Rhodes wanted more than 
anything else to have men 
(students) who wanted to work for 
the public good,’’ Alexander said 
when discussing Rhodes’ Scholars. 
“He didn’t want bookworms ... 
Rhodes wanted all-around men.” 


These “all-around” men attend 
one of 23 individual colleges which 
make up the University of Oxford. 
They must have had two years of 
study in a four-year university or 
college, be under 24 years of age and 
unmarried. Students may marry 
after one year, and also have the op- 
portunity of extending the 
scholarship to a third year. 


Cecil John Rhodes was born in 


1853 in England. He had poor health 
so he was sent to Africa to recover 
in better climate. Rhodes became 
interested in the diamond mining in- 
dustry and before he died in 1902 
had made a fortune. 


Always concerned with England 
and its colonies, Rhodes’ will 
provided for the education of 
students of  ‘‘English-speaking 
countries’ and Germany through 
attendance at Oxford University. 


When the Rhodes Scholars were 
first appointed, they were all men. 
Rhodes wanted ‘all-around men of 
high character, superior 
scholarship, outdoor and athietic 
tastes.” 


Since 1976, women have been con- 
sidered for scholarships. 


“It took quite awhile, actually five 
years and an Act of Parliament, 
before women were eligible,” Alex- 


ander said. 


The annual authorization of 32 
Rhodes Scholars from the United 
States is the largest delegation from 
any country. When all-the scholars 
are on the Oxford campuses, they 
represent Australia, Canada, New 
Zealand, Ghana, Nigeria, South 
Africa, Zambia, India, Malaysia, 
Pakistan, Bermuda, British Carib- 
bean, Jamica, West Germany and 
Malta. The total of students elected 
comes to 180. 


How is a student. proposed for 
selection? 


Alexander and his assistant, Clay 
Jenkinson, a Rhodes Scholar (North 
Dakota-Hertford *81), explained

that the suggestion is generally 
made by a college or university 
professor who thinks the student ex- 
emplifies the requirements. 


“T had never heard of Rhodes,” 
Jenkinson said. “But not many are 
as naive as I was.”’ He was at the 
University of Minnesota at the time’ 
and was approached by a professor 
to consider applying. 


Alexander was a student at 
Southwestern University in 
Memphis, Tenn., when he was asked 
if he “had considered a Rhodes 
Scholarship.’’ 


“T hadn’t even thought about it,” 
Alexander said. 


Once the student has applied, 
his/her application goes before the 
state committee members. It is 
their duty to narrow the choice to 
two. Each state is allowed only 
two Rhodes selections. 


This becomes a difficult chore in 
states such as Massachusetts, 
California, Pennsylvania and states 
which have. an abundance of 
colleges and universities. 


Then there are the states, Alex- 
ander explained, which have few if 
any students applying ... Alaska, 
Delaware, Alabama, Wyoming, to 
mention a few. 


The students then go before the 
district committee members. In the 
meantime, the student has written 
an “elaborate essay,” as described 
by Alexander. ‘‘This is written in 
high flown prose to impress the 
committee — like describing how 
you climbed the Mattahorn,” he 
laughed.

Questions also are asked which do 
not relate to anything particulariy 
‘scholarly. 

*T was asked if I approved of hun- 
ting,’ Jenkinson said. 

There is a dinner party and social 
time, and Alexander said, ‘‘Before 
you leave, you know whether you’ve 
been selected.” 

Jenkinson said it is customary for 
‘‘everyone (all U.S. students 
selected for the two years at Ox- 
ford) to sail together for England 
and to sail home.”’ But most Rhodes

to return home, so they fly, he ex- 
plained.

being given extra money for other 
expenses ... ‘‘Rhodes Scholars are 
expected to travel,’’ one of the men 
said. Thus holidays are. spent, when 
possible, in the pursuit of travel. 
Alexander said he isn’t aware of 
any Pomona College students who 
have a desire to apply for a Rhodes 
Scholarship. 


‘Out of the 1,350 students we have 
registered, I wouldn't be surprised 
if there just might be some in- 
terested,” he said.

Marriages are making a 
comeback!

‘T believe if any person who is handicapped, severely 
or not, is tough enough and bull headed enough tu tzy and 
keep trying, he can succeed, I believe that any person 
can be a success in life,” claims Jack F,, Reich of Isabel, 
S.D,, newest associate member of the Association of 
Handicapped Artists Inc. 

Proclaimed by the United Nations as the year of the 
disabled, this year is the 20th anniversary of the Associa- 
tion in the United States, 

Reich, who became an associate member of the 
organization on March 1, 1981, credits an article in a 
magazine and the efforts of a friend for his association 
with the organization. Associate membership he says, 
“was a | end,”’ 

Clayton Turner of Fresno broke his neck diving into a 
swimming hole at the age of 13 and was paralyzed from 
the neck down. 

He says that when he started drawing Western scenes, 
holding-a pen in his mouth, ‘‘It was like getting born all 
over again creatively, artistically — a whole new avenue 
of life, of living.” 

Today, Turner, proud of his independence has opened 
an art gallery where his work is in great demand and 
frequently is commissioned to do special works of art, 

was named Handicapped Spokesman by Gov. Jerry 


rown, 

Reich's participation increases to 12 the artists in this 
country, which is the largest group. in a worldwide 
organization founded in Europe in 1956 by Arnulf Erich 
Stegmann, a handicapped artist and teacher. 

There are at present 158 members and associates 
worldwide and several other artists are being con- 
sidered. 

Born without the use of his hands on a ranch in South 
Dakota, he learned to improvise and went to school, 
holding a pen or pencil in the right side of his mouth to 
write, 

Eventually, he was graduated from the State Universi- 
ty at Brookings, §.D., with a bachelor of science degree. 

Today he operates a small motel in Isabel, is married, 
has two daughters and is mayor of this small community 
in the Northwest part of the state. His philosophy differs 
little from these inspiring artists, called ‘‘the elite’’ of 
mouth-and-foot painting artists. 

Ealon Lamphier of Stow, Ohio, says, “Life is what you 
make it. Each of us must overcome some handicap — be 
it a physical disability, limited education, insufficient 
finances or simple lack of confidence.” 


An auto mechanic until crippled by polio in 1949, 
Lamphier is widely acclaimed for his delicate 
landscapes, Like his fellow members, he seeks no sym- 
pathy, but merely wants. to earn a living and not be 
dependent on welfare. 


With the help of the association he says, ‘I have gained 
not only in income, but also in the inspiration to live 
creatively.” 


The association, owned by the member-artists, is not a 
charity, but earns the monthly retainer paid to members 
through the publication and sale of their works. 


Members and associate members are selected by a 
non-handicapped panel strictly on the basis of the artist's 
ability to create art of high quality. Once accepted as a 
member, the artists receive a monthly income of $1,200 
for life, whether or not they are able to produce paintings 
through further incapacity so ene agents
